Constitutionalists, 40 seats. 
Republicans, 22 seats 
Independents, 9 seats 
Laborites, 6 seats 
The constitutionalists support 


the Anglo-Irish peace treaty and 
favor the ratification of the Irish 
constitution by the dail eireann. 
The republicans repudiate both. 


Eamonn Devalera, chief 
leader 


of the republicans, has not vet an- 
nounced 
his 
intentions. He is 


awaiting a decision of the repub- 
lican executive council and Roder- 
ick O'Connor, leader of the irregu- 
lar faction of the Irish republican 
army. It is possible that they may 
decide to oppose the constitution 
by force of arms instead of allow- 
ing the dail to decide upon it. 


It was claimed by officials of the 


Irish provisional government (con- 
stitutionalists) that the adherents 


of Eamonn Devalera (anti-consti- 
tutionalists) will not have thirty 
seats in the next dail eireann. 


It is reported that Richard Mul- 


cahy, minister of defense in the 
Irish provisional government, has 


ultimatum to "Rory" 
warning him and his 


military faction against violence or 
against any attempt to upset the 
election through force.

ed the miners' head. 


Lewis protested against the dis- 


cussion. 


Gompers held his point of order 


well taken but delegates spring- 
ing up from all sections of the 
hall, persisted in the discussion. 


James Duncan, chairman of the 


resolutions committe defended his 
report declaring, that, the attacks 
on Lewis and~th-er:assailinf-t>l the 
miner's organization, "showed the 
•wisdom of _the report."

ably. 


The'Lewis boom started so sud- 


denly and worked upon so inten- 
sively, was initiated 
without the 


mine leaders' at least public ap- 
proval. 
Since his ai rival at tne 


convention, Lewis has 
repeatedly 


declared his 
desires do not run 


towards the presidency of the fed- 
eration. 


Short of Majority 


There 
are a total of 
31,464 


votes in the convention. Close tab- 
ulation of the votes which Lewis 
might count, 
indicate he would 


poll 12,848, which falls 2,884 short 
of a majority. 
Giving him the 


benefit of the doubt with the votes 
of the car men's union, the carpen- 
ters and several other minor or- 
ganizations, the 
miners' 
head 


would, . statisticians claim, have 
16,857 or 1,125 over the required 
number. 


Whether Lewis becomes a wil- 


ling party to the boom remains to 
be seen.

AXE MURDERER 


IS GIVEN LIFE 


JACKSON, Mich., June 
20— 


George Straub was 
sentenced to 


Marquette prison for life today for 
murdering Miss Alice Mallett, local 
welfare worker. Straub, who was 
spirited here early 
today 
from 


Lansing, surrounded by a cordon 
of state troopers to assure his safe- 
ty, pleaded guilty when araigned 
before Judge Benjamin Williams 


"Words cannot express my opin- 


ion of the monstrosity of this 
crime," said Judge Williams in 
passing sentence. 


Miss Mallet was killed with an 


axe, her body mutilated and lett 
in ,a yard in Jackson, nearly two 
weeks ago. 


The report, written by Represen- 


tative Kearns, Republican of Ohio, 
was one of the most scathing de- 
nunciations of a national project 
ever submitted to either branch of 
Congress. It branded the Ford of- 
fer as "a subsidy" and "fraud," as 
a "hollow promise" and a "bribe of 
sympathy from the farmers." 


Kearns and his fellow mem- 


bers urged congress to reject the 
proposal "m the name of future 
generations." 
It particularly de- 


nounces Ford's alleged "insidious 
propaganda" 
which 
it 
termed 


"false, unfair and unreliable." 


A majority report previously sub- 


mitted by the committee urgea ac- 
ceptance of Ford's offer with the 
Gorgas steam plant 
eliminated, 


while 
another 
minority 
report 


urged its acceptance "in full." 
• In the Kearns report, which was 
also 
signed 
by 
Representatives 


Frothingham, Republican of Mas- 
sachusetts; Crowther, Republican;- 
of New York and Morin and Crago, 
Republicans of Pennsylvania, par- 
ticular attention was called to the 
"frenzied finance" in Ford's pro- 
posal to pay off the cost of the pro- 
ject. The report declared the gov- 
ernment was asked to sell $85,- 
487,900 worth of property for $5,- 
000,000 in cash, rent a $67,000,000 
project for 100 years for a "mere 
$4,674,000" and lose $615,000 a 
year on an upkeep provision insist- 
ed upon by Ford. 


The total cost to the government, 


the report contends, would be more 
than $200,000,000 if Ford's offer 
were accepted. 


Rumors that Ford would employ 


1.000,000 men were branded as a 
"fable" and "fairy tale" in which 
it was said Ford would be compar- 
able to "Aladdin and his lamp" if 
the promise were true.

"It is a day 
that firemen dread more than any 
other period of the year. Wheth- 
er July 4, 1922, is to be a day of 
sorrow, or one of joy depends en- 
tirely upon the proper handling «of 
all kinds of fireworks, 


"Each 
municipality has, or 


should have, proper regulatory or- 
dinances governing the sale of and 
the time and place for exploding 
fireworks. Some towns forbid the 
sale of firing of the heavier kinds 
altogether. 


"Each father, mother, or guard- 


ian should see that his children 
and wards do not run into danger, 
and that even with the simplest 
form of fireworks, there is always 
the double danger of death and 
loss of valuable property. 


"The question—'what are the 


dangerous forms of fireworks?' is 
answered by saying 'anything thai 
will produce a spark can be dang- 
erous 
if 
improperly 
handled.'

sparkler is responsible for deaths 
and fires. 


"Last year on July 4. in Ohio, 


» pistol cartridge struck with a 
carpenter's hammer killed a man. 
Last year, a four year old girl 
died a horrible death from lock- 
jaw caused by wadding from a toy 


pistol, and yet for years the Ohio 
statutes have declared against the 
sale of the blank cartridge pistol 
to minors.

8 by skyrockets; 2 by Roman 
candles; 15 by firecrackers; 1 by 
a cigarette being thrown into a 
fireworks stand; 1 from a display 
of fireworks, and one 
from

match being flipped into a pile of 
fireworks by a* careless smoker.

"In the United States from 1903 


to 1918, 1914 people died and 42, 
285 were crippled by fireworks.
